To speak solcrly ; it scorns » trifle 


ridiculous for tho legislature of Illinois 
to prohibit sheep from running at 
large, while imposing no restraint upon 
dogs, 
It would seem as if the propa- 


gation, of sheep should receive quite as 
much encouragement at the hands of 
tho legislature as the propagation of 
doge, and that tho relation which tho 
sheep bears to our industry should en- 
titlo it,to quite as much liberty and re- 
spect. Wo are sure tho sheep is quite 
as as usioful,tand quite as inoffensive an 
animal as th'e dog, and that a member 
of tho legislature would not bo more 
likely to oe bitten or kicked by a sheep, 
if he should meet one running at large, 
than by one of tho dogs, to which ho 
has accorded the freedom of all the 
land.
